1. Novelty 

The compounds as per the present claims are not disclosed 
in the prior art. The subject matter of claims 1-10 is 
therefore novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 

2. Inventive step 

The present application does not meet the requirements of 
PCT Article 33(1) because the subject matter of claims 1- 
10 does not involve an inventive step for the following 
reasons : 



D5 discloses fungicides (see table 2 and claim 4) which 
differ from the subject matter of the present claim 1 in 
that the pyrimidine ring is not substituted by 5-phenyl, 
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but for example by 5-alkyl. 



D7, however, describes pyrimidines with a fungicidal 
effect that are substituted in the 5 position by 
trifluoro-phenyl (see table 1 and claims 1, 9, 10), as in 
the claimed compounds. 



A person skilled in the art would therefore combine the 
features disclosed in D5 and D7 with one another, without 
thereby being inventive, so as to solve the problem of 
providing further fungicides. 

For this reason, the solution proposed in independent 
claim 1 cannot be considered inventive (PCT Article 
33 (3) ) . 

The applicant's attention is drawn, in addition, to the 
fact that examples 1-13, 1-23, 1-24 and 1-37 are not 
covered by the general formula I of claim 1, since Rl is 
defined as C1-C10 alkyl, but the above-mentioned examples 
comprise substituted alkyl groups as Rl . This also 
applies to the definitions given in table A, if Rl means 
A-27 to A-41, A50, A-107 and A-138. 

3. Industrial applicability 

The compounds claimed in the present application are 
suitable for use as pesticides and therefore the subject 
matter of claims 1-10 is considered industrially 
applicable (PCT Article 33(4)). 
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
